Student rights ignored 


Last week CSUS students had the chance to observe a 
blatantly irresponsible and unfair election. Unfortunately, it 
was the one held on this campus, not in the Philippines. 

Last Friday, ASI election results yielded a 1,249-1,119 vote 
favoring a $13 fee increase that would give $5 to ASI and $8 to 
athletics. However, misconduct marred this election 






The most disgusting violation of students’ rights was the 
hours in which polling took place, from 9:30 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. 
on Thursday and until 3:00 p.m. on Friday. What? Has ASI 
suddenly decided that night students’ votes do not count? Or 
should those students be expected to take time off from the very 
work that pays for their schooling to vote? It is not as if absentee 
ballots were sent out to them. 

If the hours were not bad enough, the polling places were 
Two were in the library and Burger King — excellent places 
amidsi student traffic. However, for the first time in seven years, 
one of them was in the North Gym. That seems highly 
suspicious in an election for a referendum that would raise 
revenues for athletics if approved 


















The fourth place was in the University Union, which sounds 
like a great place for an election. Thousands of students traverse 
through it every day. . . on the first floor. The polling place, 
however, was on the second floor and nothing on the first floor 
indicated that fact. Regulations prohibit such a booth on the 
first floor, but they do not prohibit posting notices. 

One more ingredient soured this election: students were 
given insufficient notice of it. The ASI senate decided to put the 
referendum to student vote on Tuesday, Feb. 4, too late for an 
announcement to be put in the next day’s Siate Hornet. In the 
following week.po appayept ayempys were gyade Jo annquoce 
the election until Wednesday, Feb. 12, the day before the 
election. Only then did students see fliers on campus and an 
article, sports commentary, editorial, editorial cartoon and two 
ads in The State Hornet. What about the students who come on 
campus only on Mondays and Tuesdays? No doubt it ts too late 
for them now 





















Because of the gross unfairness with which this election was 
held, the results should not be approved by University 
President Donald Gerth. To do so would demonstrate flagrant 
disregard for students’ rights and the American ideal of 
democracy. 

If the students want their fees increased, fine 
their voices be heard.

Election threatens academic integrity 


Two major new stories have been 
prominent in the media as of late: 1) 
the authenticity of the elections in the 
Philippines, and 2) scandals in inter- 
collegiate athleucs, most notably the 
case involving academic ethics at the 
University of Georgia. These stories 
hit close to home in their distinct 
relation to the recent “election refer 
enduin” on student activity /athletx 
fee increases at California State 
University, Sacramento last week 

CSUS Athletic Director Tom 
Puces wishes everyone to believe that 
the issue 15 merely one of being for or 
against athletics. This stance is an 
obvious Cover-up of the real issue at 
hand: The integnty of an educational! 
institution to conduct an election with 
a significant financial impact in a fair 
and impartial manner. What actually 
occurred was a railroad job executed 
to perfection. The primary goals of 
the masquerade were to assure: |) 
that the genera! student body would 
be as uninformed or as misinformed 
as possible in regard to the referen- 
dum and election, while 2) 4 particu 
lar segment of the student body

(athletes and their supporters) would 
be organized to vote in mass in favor 
of the referendum 


To substantiate the claims let us 
examine the facts: 1) the actual 
legislauion was rewritten the same day 
it came up for vote, thereby disallow- 
ing senate members adequate ume for 
reflection and discussion, at the same 
time denying 99 percent of the 
student population prior knowledge 
of the proposal 2) Only six school 
days elapsed between the ume of the 
senate vote and the election, thereby 
denying the student body ample ume 
to examine and debate the issue; 3) 
There was virtually no campus-wide 
publicity of the election itself (flyers, 
posters, banners, etc.) 4) The polls 
were Only open two days, Thursday 
and Friday, Feb. 13 and 14, closing 
before 5 p.m. Thursday and 3 p.m 
Friday, effectively disenfranchising 
all night students 5) a misinformation 
Campaign was carned Out by students 
in support of the issue which falsely 
claimed that passage of the refe on 
dum was needed to continue funding 


levels for the Women's Center, 
Hornet Newspaper, the veteran's 
office and other student services 

Conversely, the well orchestrated 
manipulation by the athletic faction 
included: |) a polling booth at the 
North Gym for the first time since 
1979; 2) advance notice of the refer- 
endum, in its final form, to the athletic 
department, thereby giving them an 
opportunity to plan a campaign 
Strategy, 3) coaches actively campa- 
inging during class time; 4) the 
athleuc director and coaches system- 
atically influencing students to vote in 
favor of the measure; 5) An “informal 
meeting” for all student athletes was 
held Thursday, Feb. 13 at 3 p.m., 
during which Pucci stated, “I would 
like all 22,000 students to vote on this 
issue, but since only 3,000 probably 
will, let’s make it the nght 3,000." 

All of the above information casts 
a dark shadow on CSUS and its 
academic integrity. The socio-poli 
tical context of the travesty serves to 
lengthen and darken that shadow 
With the world’s attention riveted on 
the Philippine elections which have 


taken place amid allegations of fraud, 
coercion and corruption, it seems a 
shame that the powers that be at 
CSUS would allow an election taking 
place right under their noses to 
proceed in a manner that echoes 
actions taken during the election in 
that oppressed country 


The proper course of action for 
CSUS President Donald Gerth would 
be to invalidate the passage of this 
measure, which lost at all precincts 
except the gym location, where it 
built the cushion that insured its 
victory. Gerth has the opportunity to 
re-establish the spirit of integrity at 
CSUS, and show the community, the 
Chancellor's office and the student 
body that CSUS has not adopted a 
“Win at ail costs” mentality. If CSUS 
is truly going to go “big-time” with its 
athletic program, it must proceed in 
an honest and responsible fashion 
But, if recent methods employed are 
an indicator of what the future holds, 
then both the athletic program and 
academic integrity at CSUS are 
doomed
